3. Claims 1-2, 4-12, 14-21, and 23-29 are allowed over the prior art of record. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1,11, and 20 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a slider, a system, or a method 
comprising a set of read electrical pads, a set of write electrical pads, and a charging electrical 
pad all coupled to the magnetic head, and a charging electrical conductor coupled to the 
electrical pad applying an electric charge to the magnetic head to create an electrostatic force 
adjusting the flying height of the slider, as presented in the environment of claims 1,11, and 20. 
It is noted that the closest prior art, Bonin et al., shows a slider with electrostatic flyheight 
control. However, Bonin et al. fails to disclose a set of read electrical pads, a set of write 
electrical pads, and a charging electrical pad all coupled to the magnetic head, and a charging 
electrical conductor coupled to the electrical pad applying an electric charge to the magnetic 
head to create an electrostatic force adjusting the flying height of the slider as claimed.
